MUKDERED A MAN. 


A Prisoner In the Calaboose 
Confesses. 


TOM G. PRICE’S ARREST. 


Captured the Fello w In the Kear o f 
Misso uri Trust Co . Building 
Friday i^ighi. 


Unless the fellow is a second 
Ananias, or a crank . N ight W atch­ 
man Tliomas G. Price on Friday 
night arrested a murderer, burglar 
and fugitive from justice. 
W hen tak en 
in 
custody the 
p risoner gave the name of George 
Showles, but he now says his right 
name is Albert W inters, of Hills­ 
boro, Oregon. 
He is 30 years of 
age, and a tough-look ing customer 
in every sense of the term. 
It was about 9 o’clock Friday 
night when W atchm an Price had 
his attention directed to a stranger 
who was p rowling around in the 
rear of the 
Missouri Trust Co. 
building in a susp icious manner, 
and as he could give no satisfactory 
exp lanation regarding his move­ 
ments he was tak en to the cala­ 
boose and lock ed up , the charge of 
late hours being slated against him. 
H e had on 
his 
p erson 
a large 
butcher k nife, a comb, p iece of 
soap and p ock et look ing glass, but 
no money. 
Scarcely had he been incarcer­ 
ated before he began to talk of his 
p ast life, and without solicitation 
he confessed to having robbed a 
dwelling at Bak er City, Oregon,in 
189 1. 
H e was cap tured, he said, 
with a p ortion of the stolen p lun­ 
der on his p erson, but brok e jail 
before the date of his trial and was 
never recap tured. 
Leaving that section of country, 
W inters said he wandered over the 
west and m 189 3 
was work ing 
with a railroad ballast gang at 
Fairfield, la. 
One night he and a 
comp anion, Bud Sears, now de­ 
ceased, held up a lumber dealer 
named Douglass Walsh, for the 
p urp ose of robbery. 
W alsh show­ 
ed fight, when he was .shot and 
k illed by his assailants. 
W inters says he sep arated from 
Sears a 
Fairfield and went to 
K n o x v ille , la., where he burglar­ 
ized a je welry store and made quite 
a haul. 
He was artested for the 
crime, however, and on trial was 
convicted and sentenced to ten 
years’ imp risonment in the p eni- 
lentiarv. 
%/ 
W hile in p rison the murder of 
W alsh was traced to him and he 
was indicted for the crime, 
the 
charge being murder in the first 
degree. 
He served six years, three 
months and nine days in the p eni­ 
tentiary for the Knoxville bur­ 
glary, and was 
discharged 
on 
Memorial day of this year. * 
The authorities at Fairfield had 
evidently lost sight of the fact that 
he was to be released on May 30, 
and as there was no one there with 
a w arrant for his arrest he was p er­ 
m itted to leave the institution un­ 
molested. 
The above, in brief, is the state­ 
ment made by W inters to Chief of 
Police Love, W atchm an Price and 
Officers W ood and Bailey yester­ 
day. 
Interrogated as to why he had 
confessed. W inters said be had 
some m jney coming to him, by 
reason of the death of his father in 
Oregon, and he would lik e to k now 


if the burglary charge at Bak er 
City would still stand against him 
in the court if he went west to 
claim what is coming to him. 
Chief Love says the p risoner has 
never talk ed other than rationally 
since his arrest, and if he is de­ 
mented the fact 
is 
not easily 
discerned. 
Judge Truxel gave W inters a 
fifteen days’ sentence in the p olice 
court yesterday morning, and in 
the 
meantime 
Chief Love 
has 
written to the authorities at Bak er 
City and Fairfield to k now how 
much truth there is in the fellow’s 
story.

Springfield Was Awarded the

It Will Be the First Brigade Eueami)- 
ment Held In Misso uri 8ince 
the Year ’82 . 


Sedalia lost oat on the brigade 
encamp ment of the national guard 
of 
Missouri,

awarded the p rize instead. 
The gentlemen who submitted 
Sedalia’s p rop osition still believe 
it was the best of the four laid be­ 
fore the locating officers, but it ap ­ 
p ears they thought differently and 
hence Sp ringfield’s victory and Se­ 
dalia’s defeat. 
The Globe-Demo- 
crat of Saturday had the following 
on the subject; 
Adjt. Gen. M. F. Bell, who was 
in the city yesterday, has fixed the 
time and p lace for the encamp ­ 
ment of the national guard of Mis­ 
souri at Sp ringfield July 15-22. 
The encamp ment this year will 
include all four of the regiments 
comp osing the national 
guard of 
Missouri, and it will be the first 
brigade encamp ment held since 
that in 1882 at St. Josep h. It will 
also be the first encamp ment of 
any k ind held by the state militia 
since the Sp anish-American war,

There is much opposition just 
noW on the part of the old railway 
lines running between Manchester 
and Liverpool to a single rail train 
scheme of Inventor Behr, who pro­ 
poses lo run his cars at the rate of 
n o miles an hour. 
This would 
cover the distance in tw enty m in­ 
utes. 
Though the house of commons 
committee rejects Mr. Behr’s bill 
on the ground that if such a speed 
were attained the new railway 
would draw away all the traffic 
from the old lines, the inventor 
will seek again to introduce his 
scheme in that or some other popu­ 
lated district. 
I r the application of electricity 
to railway traction there is nothing 
particularly novel. 
Indeed, even 
the Metropolitan District Railw^ay 
companies have begun to realize 
that the thing is possible. 
But the 
railway that 
Behr proposed to 
construct is a real novelty, in this 
sense at any rate— that a new re­ 
sult is achieved by the combina­ 
tion of old principles. 
W hat Mr. Behr promises to do 
is to propel a train by means of 
electricity at the rate ot at least 
a hundred miles an hour. 
He se­ 
lected for his ex periment the cities 
of Liverpool and Manchester be­ 
cause they are sufficiently far apart 
to mak e the advantages of a high 
speed 
obvious, 
and 
sufficiently 
close in their commercial relation­ 
ship to mak e constant intercourse 
a necessity. 
There are, in fact, already no 
fewer than three separate railway 
companies possessing lines between 
Manchester and 
Liverpool, and 
providing a magnificent service of 
trains. 
In an ordinary way it 
would appear presumptous to prp- 
pose a fourth line, and apparently 
that is the view that the select 
committee of the house of com­ 
mons has tak en of the matter. 
The line that Mr. Behr proposed 
would have been entirely different 
from any of the ex isting three. 
It 
was lo follow an approx imate!) 
straight line between the twociuc:^ 
without any intermediate stations. 
The train consists of only two car­ 
riages, each provided with its own 
motors. 
In order to secure safety 
at this enormous speed, Mr. Behr 
has adopted the mono-rail system, 
which has already been used with 
advantage for steam-driven trains. 
In this sysicm the weight of the 
train is borne upon a single rail, 
which is supported on trestles, and 
the train is k ept from rock ing by 
means of side rails, which act as 
guides. 
The system was tried ex ­ 
perimentally at Brussels, and gave 
satisfactory 
results, 
but 
things 
which can be done safely abroad 
are apparent'y impossible in E ng­ 
land. 
As far as can be gathered from 
the arguments of counsel before 
the committee, 
the scheme has 
been rejected on the double ground 
that it would be impossible to at­ 
tain the speed promised by Mr. 
Behr, and that if such speed were 
attained the new railway would 
draw away all the traffic from the 
old lines.’' 
These 
mutually 
de­ 
structive arguments strik ingly re­ 
call the attitude of the wiseacres 
who at the beginning of the cen­ 
tury did all they could to prevent 
the introduction of the steam lo­ 
comotive.

her assailant. 
Neighbor women ran over, and,

desperate 
struggle,

ceeded in pulling off the woman. 
The fight lasted ten minutes be­ 
fore 
interference. 
Blood 
flowed 
from Mrs. 
Castle’s wounds, and 
she turned over, seemingly dead. 
A fter view ing her awfui work, 
Miss Morrison beat off the neigh­ 
bor 
women and drew the razor 
across her own throat. 
B y 
this 
time 
the 
news 
had 
readied 
Mrs. 
Castle’s 
husband 
downtown, and he rushed home. 
The 
police 
accompanied 
him. 
Both women were 
conducted to 
the hospital, but Mrs. Castle never 
regained her senses sufficiently to 
talk. 
Miss Morrison made no denial of 
the charge that she tried to kill her 
rival. 
W hile friends of both par­

cause, it is learned that jealousy 
brought about the duel.

A “Oaudid Statement” In Ileply to a 
Communication from Colonel 
Van B. Wisker.

Mr. Van B. Wisker, in his ar­ 
ticle published in Friday’s 
D e m o ­ 


c r a t , says : 
“ If there is a wrong done any 
class a candid statement through 
the press can generally right it or 
bring about an explanation that 
may be satisfactory.” 
The grocers feel that they hav e 
been wronged by the article pub­ 
lished, but as “ the man with the 
hce” asks for an explanation, I will 
try to giv e one. 
It has been the custom of the 
grocers, for years, to ship in small 
quantities of the early southern 
v egetables as soon as the prices 
reached a point where they thought 
they could handle them, and this 
year has been no exception, each 
man buying for himself, generally 
from a commission house in St. 
Louis or Kansas City, as his wants 
w^ere too small to allow him to send 
direct to the producer for them, 
but as soon as the home grown 
came to the market no more were 
shipped in. 
For the past two or three years 
the home potato crop has been a 
partial failure, and not enough was 
raised to supply the demand, and 
the Sedalia Egg Co. hav e sliipped 
in northern potatoes by the carload 
and sold to the dealers. 
This spring there was a great 
scarcity of potatoes and at times 
nearly ev ery grocer in town was 
out and could not get any. 
The 
last car of old potatoes that the Se­ 
dalia Egg Co. got in they sold out 
in two days and then did not sup­ 
ply the demand. 
As they could 
not get any more good northern 
potatoes, they placed an order for 
a car of new southern potatoes, 
but, unfortunately for them, the 
home grown came into the market 
before their car arriv ed. 
The grocers were loyal to “ the 
man with the hoe” and bought 
from him, and in order tq dispose 
of theiri the Sedalia Egg Co. 
were compelled to cut prices, as 
they had sev eral hundred dollars 
inv ested in the carload, and it had 
resolv ed itself into not how much 
they would make, but to get out 
with the least possible loss. 
Their cut would be met by the 
home men, and then another cut 
would be made, but I do not think 
there was a drop of fifty or ev en 
twenty-fiv e per cent in one day. 
They still hav e a good many of the 
potatoes on hand and their loss will 
be quite large. 
They feel that 
they hav e a griev ance against the 
grocers for not buying from them 
and helping them out of the diflicul- 


ty^,as their potatoes were perishable, 
while “ the man with the hoe” 
could let his stay in the ground 
and grow larger.
